FOR A SOLID UNION. 


Some days since we quoted the declaration 
of a prominent South Carolina Democrat in 
the Charleston News and Courier that he was 
tired of being used by Northern politicians 
of the Hewitt, Hill nud Grant stripe to pull 
their chestnuts out of the fire, and was in 
favor of breaking up the Solid South if Gen. 
Harrison as President would leave the people 
there to the managem ent of their state gov­ 
ernments. 
It now appears that other Demo­ 
crats 
have 
anticipated 
this proposition, 
and 
did 
actually 
vote 
to 
break 
up 
Bourbon 
solidity 
at the 
re­ 
cent 
election. 
In Virginia it is stated 
that from 25,000 to 30,000 Confederate veter­ 
ans voted for Harrison. 
In North Carolina 
the number is estim ated at from 15,000 to 
20.000. 
The Secretary of the Republican 
State Committee reports that in all the white 
counties from Raleigh to the Tennessee line 
there were handsome Republican gains, and 
that if there had been an unobstructed ballot 
and a fair count in the black counties H arri­ 
son would have received 20,000 m ajority in 
the state. 
This statement is confirmed by 
ex District A ttorney Jam es E. 
Boyd of 
Greensboro, who thus accounts for it : 


There were two causes. 
First, North Carolina is 
an oLl Whig state, and the people there are pro tec 
tionists by education and by tradition; second, a 
g reat many ex-Confederate soldiers voted for H arri­ 
son in preference to Cleveland. 
I think most of tho 
Republican gain was due to this latter fact. 
Thou­ 
sands of old soldiers said, since they had to vote for 
a Northern m an auvhow . they would prefer one 
who had come out and fought in the field instead of 
rem aining at home. 
Harrison ran ahead every­ 
where. For instance, in my Congressional district, 
Mr. Brower, our candidate, received (150 m ajority, 
H arrison received nearly 1,000. In the Ninth, or 
Asliville district, w here the Democrats usually have 
about 2,000 m ajority, H arrison received over 1,000 
m ajority. This is sufficient to show you w hat great 
changes are taking place in our state. 
There is m uch other evidence that the 
¡South is getting ready to accept the situation 
and improve it by falling into line and dis­ 
missing Bourbon polities as not adapted to 
the changed conditions. 
Gov. Gordon in his 
inaugural address assured the people of Geor­ 
gia that Republican success would be fol­ 
lowed by no crushing calamity to them , for 
it did no^meau “ the enactment of force bills 
and the enslavement of the states.” 
Tho 
Memphis Aralanche advises the people of the 
South to “ wait till they are spurred befoie 
kicking.” 
The New Orleans Times-Demo­ 
crat scouts the idea of a “ new crusade 
against the South” as “ idiotic.” The Charles­ 
ton News and Courier advises the people of 
South Carolina to “ wait nud see.” 
It has 
come 
to 
the 
conclusion 
that 
they 
have 
little 
reason 
to 
fear 
extrem 0 
measures on the part of Gen. H arrison, 
and thinks “ the Southern people themselves 
—the Southern Democracy—can strengthen, 
by their conduct, the hope of coutinued 
peace and progress.” 
The Southern M anu­ 
facturers’ IT cord not only refuses to believe 
that the South is going to suffer by Gen. H ar­ 
rison’s election, but thinks the defeat of the 
tariü-sm ashers mcaus a great increase in 
Southern prosperity. 
The Memphis A va­ 
lanche is even willing that Gen. Harrison 
should fill the offices with decent Republi­ 
cans. 
Then, if the “ bloody shirt ” is folded 
away, 
the w hite 
voters will divide on 
economic 
questions. 
The 
Fort 
W orth 
(Texas) Gazette asserts that “ the South is 
filled with men. Southern as well as N orth­ 
ern, who are not Democrats on economic 
questions, and it is for the Republican party 
to say if such men shall continue to act with 
the Dem ocracy.” 
It thinks they only need 
to lie convinced that 
Republicanism and 
negro rule are not equivalent terms in South­ 
ern politics. 
J . A. Johnsou of South Caro­ 
lina, who occupies a place in the Treasury 
Departm ent, rem arks that Gen. Harrison can 
break up the Solid South in almost no time; 
it would break into a hundred pieces ou in­ 
dustrial questions of current national interest 
“ if the color question were set out of the 
w ay.” 
These quotations m ight be continued 
to the length of several columns. 
They indi­ 
cate weariness and dissatisfaction with Dem o­ 
cratic rule and desire to cast it off. 
The one 
condition which they exact seems a little ab­ 
surd when their proposition to let in the Re­ 
publican party would solve the whole race 
question, inasm uch as the colored people are 
sure to be pleased w ith Republican domina 
tion and entirely willing to go “ out of poli­ 
tics.” 
There is enough of this conciliatory senti­ 
m ent afloat :o give the people of the North 
strong hope that a Solid Union, instead of a 
Solid South or a Solid North, is close at 
hand. 
There certainly can be no federal in 
terference w ith the political affairs of the 
several states, and after the new adm inistra­ 
tion is under way the people of the South 
will smile to see how groundless their appre­ 
hensions 
were. 
The constitution confers 
upon the colored people the right of suffrage, 
and Gen. Harrison will take an oath to pre­ 
serve, protect and defend the constitution. 
But the explanation of the small vote in the 
South has already been made by the Demo­ 
cratic leaders that the colored people take 
little interest in politics and voluntarily ab­ 
sent themselves from the polls. 
If this is 
the truth, Gen. 
Harrison will not 
send 
troops to the South to compel them to vote. 
I f it is not the tru th , he would undoubtedly 
prefer to trust to their proposition to break up 
the Solid South rather than take any hasty ac­ 
tion that would naturally irritate them . 
The 
race questiou is going to be left to the conscien 
ces of the Southern people. 
After the white 
voters have m ade their states Republican on 
economic questions, as they are evidently 
anxious to do, they will be astonished to find 
w hat a harmless bugaboo this race question 
has been, and how easily a little common 
sense could have solved it years ago. 


THE SAME OLD WHINE. 


D uring the ten m onths ended O ctober 21, 1888, the 
exports of breadstuff» from 
the 
United States 
am ounted in value to $92,912,831, against $138,515.- 
933 during the corresponding period of 1887. This is 
a decrease of m ore than $45,000,000 in one im portant 
branch of the cou n try ’s exports in less,than a vear. 
Two causes have conspired to produce this result. 
One is the (gam bling in th e Chicago w heat pool, 
w hich has abnorm ally raised prices above the rates 
in th e world’s m arkets, and the other is a tariff sys­ 
tem which discourages internations 1 trade. 
Either 
of these causes would be sufficient to explain the de­ 
cline in the co u n try 's expoi jso f breadstuffs.—Fhila- 
delphin Record. 
Here we have again the old Democratic 
free trade whine about the vast opportunities 
for foreign trade which we are losing by the 
mafotenance of protective duties. 
But in- 
a ternational trade, so far as the demand for 
American wheat is concerned, is not dis­ 
couraged by our tariff system, but by the 
¿act tuat we have not the wheat to sell. 
If 
there were 100,000,000 busheh more to spare 
it would all be taken by the foreign trade, 


for the simple reason that there is not enough 
wheat elsewhere to supply the need of bread. 
Our home m arket will take all there is to 
spare, and, as the Record acknowledges, at 
prices “above the rates in the world's m ar­ 
kets.” The wheat crop of America and of 
the entire world was short this year, but 
no Republican 
newspaper 
has 
been 
so 
unkind as tc ascribe the calamity to a Demo­ 
cratic administration, for they have all ob­ 
served that “ the soil remains in its place.” 
But there is really no occasion to m ourn over 
the decline of exports when our own people 
stand ready to buy the whole crop at prices 
above the rates in the world’s markets. 
The 
farmer who has wheat to sell will not grieve 
if it is sold at home and consumed by the 
people of this country. 
N othing but the 
commercial trade suffers from a decline in 
exports, and as our export trade is carried ou 
principally by 
English ship-owners, it is 
not likely to reach the proportions of a na­ 
tional calamity. 
But tho big demand for 
breadstuffs and the increase in price will 
stimulate wheat grow ing next year, and give 
a boom to agricultural industry. 
Of what 
profit now is the old free trade whine ?

Indiana gave the Republican party so satis­ 
factory a candidate, and made such a splen­ 
did canvass withal, that it is to be hoped no 
feeling of personal jealousy will keep one of 
her hard-working and distinguished citizens 
out of the Cabinet, if Gen. Harrison feels the 
need of his counsel and assistance in his ad­ 
ministration. 
Judge M artindale lias named

Commissioners reported that they had exam ­ 
ined the accounts of Commissioners. and 
found them correct. 
Amount reported by 
Commissioners: Principal, as per last report, 
$53,173.95; principal paid in, $3,147; loans 
outstanding, November 13, 1888, $50,020.95. 
Over under the rule. 
Counsel Fiero reported in reference to the 
claim made by Dutchess County for board 
and maintenance of a person claimed to be a 
resident of the town of Lloyd, that there were 
not sufficient facts upon whicli to form an 
opinion. 
On motion of Supervisor Craft the com ­ 
munication from Dutchess County was laid 
on tiie table. 
Reports of the public debts of the towns of 
Olive, Uosendale and W oodstock were read 
and placed on file. 
The report ot Commissioner of Highways 
of the to m i of W oodstock stating that $250 
appropriated by the County to that town hud 
been expended by building a bridge; and 
the report of the Commissioner of Highways 
of the town of Denning, giving an itemized 
bill of the expenditure of $250, appropriation 
made to that town by Ulster County, weie 
read and placed on tile. 
Resolution of the Town Board of the town 
of Saugerties, authorizing the raising of more 
highw ay m oney, was read and tiled. 
The follow ing went over under the rule: 
By Irving Deyo, that $200 be raised on the 
Second School Commissioner District, and 
paid to George Terwilliger, School Commis­ 
sioner; by Supervisor Brink, that $1,500 lie 
raised on the Coutity, and placed to the credit 
of the fund for the burial of deceased sol­ 
diers, the County Treasurer to pay the same 
in accordance with the resolution of the 
Board in 1883; also the following resolutions: 
To raise on tlie town of Plattekill $150 for 
roads and bridges; to raise on Kingston, an­ 
nexed to W oodstock, $290.14, to pay railroad 
debt; $2,500 on town of Saugerties, tor Com­ 
missioner of Highways; $14,(580 for bonds in 
the town of Shawangunk; $250 for roads and 
bridges ami $213.75 for road machine in town 
of Olive; $100 for the support of tiie poor 
and $1,200 for roads and bridges in Hurley; 
by Supervisor Childs, on the County of U l­ 
ster, $98(5.80, being one-sixth of the amount 
of expense for constructing two wrought iron 
bridges on the stream forming the boundary 
line of the counties of Ulster and Orange. 
On motion of Supervisor McMillen it was 
ordered that for all bills against the County 
audited and allowed warrants on the County 
Treasurer be issued payable March 1. 
Supervisor Molyneaux moved that as there 
were three lots of land of the Luzette tract 
on the assessment roll of the town of Har- 
denLergh, which land was in the town of 
Shandaken, that they be stricken from the 
roll of the town of llardenbergli. 
Super­ 
visor Hasbrouck thought the Supervisors of 
the town of Hardenbergh and Shandaken 
better settle the matter, which suggestion was 
accepted. 
Supervisor Irving Deyo moved that the 
official canvass, annual election notice, reports 
of 
Superintendent of the Poor, and County 
Treasurer, proceedings of equalization, juiy 
notices and lists, and Sheriff's proclamations 
he published in the Ncw-Paltz Indejwndent, 
K ingston Argus, H ighland Post, Neic-Paltz 
Tim es, Saugerties 'Telegraph and Post, Ellen- 
ville. Press and Journal, Marlborough Prog­ 
ress, K in g s t o n F r e e m a n , K ingston Leader 
and P ine llill Sentinel. 
Carried. 
The follow ing resolutions were adopted: 
To raise $121.7(5 in addition to the $250 al­ 
lowed by law. for roads and bridges in the 
town of Shandaken; on the town of Ncw- 
Paltz $350. for roads and bridges; town of 
K ingston $300, for support of the poor and 
$250 for highways; on the town of Marble- 
town $450; on town of Rosendale $780, to 
nav notes: on Third School Commissioner 
D istrict $200. 
Supervisor McMillen called up his resolu­ 
tion in regard to unpaid arrears of highway 
labor asse.-sed from the several towns, etc. 
Supervisor Irving Deyo moved an amend­ 
ment to apply to the towns of Lloyd, Mar 
bletown and Esopus, that in those districts 
where there are road machines unpaid for, 
the Overseer shall apply the same to the 
paym ent of road machines in those districts 
that are unpaid for. 
Carried. 
T he follow ing resolutions were carried : 
By Supervisor Benton, to raise $351) on town 
o f Esopus; by Supervisor Dunnigan, on the 
town of Ulster, $10,204.44, for bonds. 
Supervisor Childs called up his resolution 
in regard to printing pamphlet proceedings 
of the Board. 
Supervisor Spore said lie thought 2,000 cop­ 
ies excessive, aud lie moved as an amend­ 
ment that the committee get estimntes on 
1,000, on 1,500 and on 2,000, and report the 
saíne to the Board. 
Carried. 
T he question came up in regard to publish­ 
ing in these pamphlets itemized bills against 
the County. 
Supervisor Spore favored it. 
Supervisor Benton 
said lie thought it 
w ould be well enough for the Supervisors to 
have in their minds that the responsibility 
was resting on them to be economical and at 
the same time the reward of the public ser­ 
vant according to his just due. 
Supervisor Craft doubted whether a suffi 
cient amount had been saved to pay for the 
printing. 
If it was economy to print the 
item ized accounts he was in favor of it. 
Supervisor Spore asked the Clerk the extra 
cost for publishing itemized bills and Walker 
stated it would lie a little over $(500. 
Supervisor Block said he was not in favor. 
The pamphlets were not read by one tax 
payer in a hundred. The people expected the 
Board o f Supervisors to see that the bills were 
correct. 
“ That is what we are sent here 
for.” 
Supervisor Fitzgerald moved that the item ­ 
ized accounts be published in the proceedings 
of the Board. 
T he roll was called and resulted: Ayes 11, 
nocs 14. 
T he Chair appointed as Committee to Re 
ceive Proposals for Printing the Pamphlet; 
Supervisors Childs, Spore, VanEtten and the 
Clerk. 
T he Board adjourned until 7 o’clock this 
evening.

If lie were taller he would 
be top-heavy. 
He said he is walking from 
Albany to New-York on a wager of $500. 
He left Albany at 8 o’clock Monday morn 
ing and reached Hudson yesterday at í 
o’clock in the afternoon, where he rested un­ 
til 5 o’clock. 
He arrived at RhiueclifT at 4 
o’clock this morning. 
He went ashore and

E X P E R IM E N T IN G W IT H R IF L E S HERE. 
Some 
Interesting 
Inform ation 
Received 
Froui Colonel C. D. W estbrook. 
Thus hid in arms.—Fletcher. 
I n T h e F reem a n of Monday the follow­ 
ing paragraph was printed : 
Colonel C, D. Westbrook, of Ktagston, has been 
experimenting with rifles to find a bullet of light 
weight which will have a great power of penetra­ 
tion. He does much of his rifle practice on the mil­ 
itary range. 
Colonel Westbrook sent to T h e F reem a n 
the following to-day: 
Kindly permit me to add a few words of 
explanation to a notice which appeared iu 
T h e F re e m a n of Monday. 
“ The search 
for a light bullet of great velocity ” was some 
years ago my attempt. 
For this purpose 
I had used a hollow bullet, 
not only 
to 
preserve 
length 
with 
decreased 
weight, hut also to gain an improved trajec­ 
tory. 
In time the idea of storing in the 
hollow bullet a lubricant for the barrel was 
reduced to practice. 
By this means trajec­ 
tory and accuracy have both improved be­ 
yond what 1 am able to procure from the 
same titles cleaned, as the manufacturers in­ 
tended after each tire. 
Among these rifles 
are two of the Remington Creedmoor [match] 
rifles. Although nothing could be asked for 
in the line of accuracy beyond the perform­ 
ance of these rifles at 800 or 1,000 yards, un­ 
der the old system of loading, yet the prac­ 
ticability of continuing their tiring without 
the use of ramrods, and of reaching greater 
accuracy at the shorter ranges by equalizing 
the 
initial 
velocity 
of 
their bullets, 
have turned these rifles from elegant toys into 
the formidable weapons that can now lie 
used against dangerous game or an enemy's 
invasion. 
Although the new German and 
French tilles have attained brilliant results in 
the use of a small bullet, weighing only 236 
grains, vet, granting all that is claimed for 
them, they must remain an aristocratic rifle 
from the expense of their ammunition. 
Cheaper rifles and ammunition can be found 
to produce the same results under different 
treatment, and thus vast numbers, now almost 
useless, can be brought into effective use 
even against the 
most 
improved arms. 
Suppose our 
Fourteenth Separate Com­ 
pany should be ordered to the frontier, 
their rifles inadequate to cope even with 
the old Martine-Henry, will be powerless Ite- 
fore the new rifles which England, as well as 
Germany and France, are preparing.

In T h e F r e em a n of Monday the follow­ 
ing paragraph was printed : 
Colonel C. D. Westbrook, of Kingston, has been 
experimenting w ith rifles to find a bullet of light 
weight w hich will have a great power of penetra­ 
tion. He does much of his rifle practice on the mil­ 
itary range. 
Colonel Westbrook sent to T h e F r e em a n 
the following to day: 
Kindly permit me to add a few words of 
explanation to a notice which apjieared in 
T h e F r eem a n of Monday. 
“ The search 
for a light bullet of great velocity ” was some 
years ago my attempt. 
For this purpose 
I 
had 
used a 
hollow bullet, 
not only 
to 
preserve 
length 
with 
decreased 
weight, but also to gain an improved trajee 
tory. 
In time the idea of storing in the 
hollow bullet n lubricant for the barrel was 
reduced to practice 
By this means trajec­ 
tory and accuracy have both improved lie 
yond what I am able to procure from the 
same t itles cleaned, as the manufacturers in­ 
tended after each tire. 
Among these rifles 
are two of the Remington Creedmoor I match] 
rifles. 
Although nothing could be asked for 
in the line of accuracy beyond the perform­ 
ance of these rifles at 800 or 1.000 yards, un­ 
der the old system of loading, yet the prac­ 
ticability of continuing their tiring without 
the use of ramrods, and of reaching greater 
accuracy at tile shorter ranges by equalizing 
the 
initial 
velocity 
of 
their 
bullets, 
have turned these rifles from elegant toys into 
the formidable weapon* that can uow lie 
used against dangerous game or un enemy's 
invasion. 
Although the new German and 
French lilies have attained brilliant results in 
the use of a small bullet, weighing only 23d 
grains, yet, granting all that is claimed for 
them, they mud remain an aristocratic rifle 
from the expense of their ammunition. 
Cheaper rifles und ammunition can lie found 
to produce the same results under different 
treatment, and thus vast numbers, now almost 
useless, can Ik* brought into effective use 
even 
against the 
most 
improved arms. 
Suppose our 
Fourteenth Separate Com­ 
pany 
should 
lie ordered to the frontier, 
their rifles inadequate to cope even with 
the old Martiae-Henry, will be powerless lie- 
fore the new rifles which England, a* well as 
Germany and France, are preparing. 
It is 
uot a dead issue of which I am in search, for 
the small build has long since become a Axed 
fact in the armament of nations. 
The bul­ 
lets which I have used being of my own man­ 
ufacture. with sharp prints aud a peculiar 
pattern, may have leu your reporter to sup 
pose that they were made only for velocity. 
Their most im|H>rtant factor, however, i* a 
concealed lubricant.
